By DL\N HIT I 
l*acer Staff \\ ritei 
A high ranking Baptist 
official, conducting a semmai 
on the occult here last week, 
said that out of the too people 
that have come to him 
claiming that they were 
possessed by a demon, lie felt 
about 30 really were 
I)r Thomas Starkes, 
secretary of the Department 
of Interfaith Witness of Home 
Mission Board ol the Southern 
Baptist Convention. in 
cooperation with the Baptist 
Student Union conducted a 
two day seminar on the occult 
last Thursday and Friday The 
meetings ranged from a 
speech in the Humanities 
Auditorium to an informal 
luncheon in the Student Center 
Cafeteria 

Starkes. author of a numltcr 
of books and eo editor of a 
recently published book The 
Lure of the Occult. in u 
speech Thursday night said 
“Out of about 100 people Ilia' 
have come to me claiming 
that they were demom/ed 3u t. 
40 actually were 

"I have aided a numbei oi 
people who were actually 
possessed, by performing 
what might be termed an 
exorcism long before tl" 
movie was released lie 
added 


I 'hmk that there is a 
definite movement in this 
country at the present time 
that concerns people of 
varying backgrounds looking 
for something through the 
occult. Unfortunately most of 
them do not know what they

ore dealing with, and that is 
what concerns me. he said 
The inovement started 
about six years ago and 
peaked sometime last year, 
but there have always btx»n 
jH'ople around who are ac 
tuallv involved in a real form 
• f consciousness of t he* oc¬ 
cult he explained 


When asked w hat he thought 
of "The Kxorcist. Starkes 
said. "The most important 
thing about it is the 
illustration ol the powei ot the 
demon If you take the power 
that was shown in the movie 
and multiply it by three you 
will have a close estimate ol 
how powerful these forces 
really are It is also my strong 
belief that one must want to be 
possessed Indore the demon 
will possess him 

"The cause »d the 
movement in tins country is 
quite complicated he said 
“As I see it. it is a combination 
of a multi million dollar 
business in astrology 
overexposure by the mass 
media, superstition, a loss <>t 
confidence in technology and a 
general search foi the 
unusual 

"I think that it is on a 
definite low nlnll * oui sc 
especially in the cities and it 
will probably lade out in the 
rural areas within the next 
two to three veats he said

causes of this movement is the 
Nixon \dm inisl i a t'on. he 
stated The people are 
disillusioned w ith the 
President promising that 
everything will he .ill light in

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David Farrar 
admits money 
manipulation

S(iA Vice President David 
Farrar said Tuesday he had 
"possibly misused his offio 
for personal gain !>v 
munipulating SCA funds to 
order records through ,i 
discount company, although 
he claimed he was not aware 
at the time he was doing 
anything wrong 
The SGA vice president told 
The Pacer that 

He had on two occasions 
purchased records through 
Record Source International 
a nat tonal i ecoi d 

clearinghouse catering solev 
to broadcasters 

He had used the call letters 
of Radio Station WLTM FM 
when ordering the records las; 
quarter and this quartet 

He paid tor both shipments 

with S(■ A funds, although In 
said he intended to repay the 
S(.A however he had not a> 


ol if)is week repaid SCI A for 
the records, including those he 
purchased last quarter He 
claimed he did not know how 
much the total f)ill was 

Hi admitted he ap 
proached his employer. Don 
Travwiek to see how many 
records he wanted to purchase 
and that several of those 
records have been used for 
promotional use at the Next 
Door Market, where records 
an sold 

The s(i A (ongress. 
meanwhile, voted to empowei 
Mi A Attorney (ieneral Art 
Swann to begin investigating 
:fie allegations against Farrar 
with instructions to report 
n.n k to the legislative body 
when he had completed his 
probe 

The decision to have Swann 
begin his investigation came 
after several members of

poses SGA questions 


When a public official holding office, by 
virture of the trust vested in him by those who 
elected him, violates that trust, he has then 
committed a grave and unpardonable sin. He 
has cheated those who would have had faith in 
him and lied to those who would have believed 
him. 

Such is the case with SGA Vice President 
David Farrar with his financial flim flam and 
to a lesser degree, but certainly no less ob¬ 
noxious in terms of ethical violations, are the 
actions of SGA President Roy Herron; Mike 
Faulk, secretary of communications and 
Pam Tenry, secretary of affairs 

The whole sordid episode revolves around 
Farrar buying large quantities of record 
albums for bargain-basement prices under 
questionable circumstances for reasons 
which could be highly suspicious. And while 
buying albums through the SGA obstensibly 

for personal use may be good, it is at the same 
time questionable in that a select group of 
persons are permitted this advantage which 
is not available to the average student only 
because of their positions of power 

Farrar admits buying more than 50 albums 
this quarter after consulting with his em¬ 
ployer at the Next Door Market, who in turn 

admits using some of these albums for 
promotional purposes in his store It appears 
that SGA is acting as a wholesaler for private 
enterprise with Farrar serving as the pivot 

man without reaping any of the attendant 
benefits normally associated with such a 
business activity. 

Such actions could only come about through 
concerted efforts by Farrar to usurp the 
normal buying channels, his fellow cabinet 
officers’ ignorance or lack of concern and 
possible complicity. 

Despite Farrar's and his employer’s 
statements about the purpose of those 

albums, one could see the possibility of 
albums purchased by Farrar and in turn 
resold for a profit No evidence of this oc¬ 
curring has been found at this time, but 

nevertheless the facts could be interpreted to 
that end, which does nothing but bring 
discredit to both the SGA and the University. 

What Farrar did is wrong and he admits it. 
No amount of apologies or hindsight can alter 

that. It does make one wonder if the vice 
president approaches his official duties in a 
similiar unthinking manner 

Case in point - Farrar claims to have 
signed the order form which Faulk maintains 
contains a statement that such purchases are 
limited to authorized radio personnel - which

Farrar is not nor has ever been. If this is 
indicitive of his business acumen and ability 
to interpret contractual language, perhaps 
then this is part of the continuing problems of 

losses on concerts on campus, including the 
Bloodstone concert Tuesday which lost an 
estimated $3,000 

Faulk admitted placing two orders last 
quarter with the discount company, one for 
himself and Herron and the second order 
being one he signed for Farrar. While Faulk 

may have been connected with WUTM-FM at 
one time, still he was taking advantage of his 
office by purchasing albums for himself and 
his friends. 

As to Herron, he is either a naive dupe or a 
caculating partner acting in concert with 
Faulk. 

Ms. Tenry apparently signed the petty cash 
vouchers needed to release the funds and Dr. 
Phillip Watkins and Russell Duncan co¬ 
signed them. Ms. Tenry spent more time 
student teaching than she has in her office 
this quarter and this neglect of duty is 
probably the main reason the vouchers 

slipped through so easily. However, the 
recently enacted congressional amendment 
by Congress limiting outside activities of SGA 
officer may offer a remedy to this. 

Both Watkins and Duncan are at fault for 
having too much trust in the elected officials, 

who have compromised these men’s positions 
and that of the University. A tighter system of 
checks and balances whereby every dollar 
can be accounted for before it is spent should 

be instituted to prevent a repetition of this 
affair. 

Also a party to this episode is the radio 
station, whose personnel knew as far back as 
last quarter what Farrar was doing and said 
nothing, which in this case could be construed 
as conspiracy through silence. 

Already Congress has taken the initiative to 
empower Attorney General Art Swann tq 
begin an investigation. Hopefully this in¬ 
vestigation can be completed in a minimum 
of time with the maximum of efficiency. 

And while much of the evidence is already 
established through Farrar’s own words, still 

there are many other avenues to be explored 
if for no other reason than to either exonerate 
Farrar or to prove his guilt. 

But even at this stage, an observation can 
be drawn. Farrar is either the most misun¬ 
derstood and misjudged person in the SGA or 
a liar of the most catastrophic proportions. 

The latter is more reasonable to assume.

There’s also the charges of 
lacking professional ethics, 
misuse of funds and misuse of 
office. Congress has even 
asked the Attorney General to 
investigate the entire 
Executive branch in con¬ 
nection with this record 
scandal of “Watergate 
proportions." 

However, a close 
examination,which The Pacer 
has taken upon itself to con¬ 
duct, reveals a significantly 
different set of facts. (It’s 
interesting to note that the 
media, not the President, 
possesses the tapes which 
were obtained by tapping a 
phone conversation with the 
involved record company). 

The President, received 
approximately $15 worth of 
records which was perfectly 
legal The only question is 
whether they were obtained 
illegally and that falls upon 
my back.

The RSI contracts state that 
records shall be for the use of 
broadcast personnel only. 
When I ordered the first

The contracts called for a 
non-personal check. Thus, an 
SGA check was sent in 
payment of the records and at 
the same time Roy and I gave 

Pam Tenry, Secretary of 
Finance, our personal checks 
to cover the cost. Was this 
misuse an illegal loan? 

Is SGA officers’ long¬ 
distance calls, which are paid 
when the bill comet a misuse 
of funds? Is it any difference 
for SGA officers to “loan” 
SGA their cars in order to 
conduct SGA business and 
then be paid later? 

This brings me to the point 
of misuse of office. I. again, 
must ask questions. Perhaps 
ordering these records was a 
misuse of office, but is taking 
advantage of the use of books, 
free concert tickets and ac¬ 
cepting invitations to free 
dinners a mis-use of office. 
They’re all fringe benefits 
which come to us because 
we’re officers. The decision is 
left to Congress. 

Whether professional ethics 
was lacking is extremely 
debatable. I ordered records 
for Roy, for David and for 
myself one time. I discon¬ 
tinued working at WUTM and 
discontinued ordering 
records. 

I started the whole mess by 
first ordering the records. I’ll 
take full responsibility. 
Everything needs to be 
brought out into the open. I 
want the Attorney General’s 
investigation to be thorough. 
Make no mistake, we want 
everything to be perfectly 
clear.

Farrar said the checks were 
drawn through petty cash 
vouchers, which were signed 
on different occasions by Pam 
Tenry, SGA secretary of 
finance, and Dr. Phillip 
Watkins and Russell Duncan. 
SGA advisors. 

Farrar admitted he had not 
paid SGA for either shipment 

he received because he had 
not received an invoice stating 
the cost of the albums. He said 
Tuesday he intended to repay 
SGA as soon as he learned the 
costs, although he first said 
last week he would not repay 
SGA for the latest shipment 
unless the records were 
recovered. 

Farrar said he asked Ms. 
Tenry to handle payment of 
the shipment for him, and he 
assumed she paid for the 
records with SGA funds. 

Faulk also indicated that 
Ms. Tenry had handled the 
payment on his shipment in a 
similar manner. 

Meanwhile, John High, 
radio station manager, said 
the shipment of albums 
arrived at the Post Office last 
week where he picked them up 
and took them to the SGA 
office. He said he wrote a note 
on the side of the box asking 
that Farrar not order records 
like this again. 

High said the address label 
on the album box was made 
out to the radio station in care 
of Farrar. 

Farrar said High delivered 
the albums to the SGA office 
at about9 a.m. Feb. 28 and left 
them with Pug Whitlow, SGA 
secretary of affairs.

“** UTM athletic program is off to a great start The 
basketball team ended their season 6-15 Before the 
season started, the Pacers lost David Belote because of 
a knee injury In late January, an early morning bus 
accident coat the Pacers senior Jerry Diekmann The 
aitire team was shaken up and bruised 

Coach Robert Paynter has said that the bus accident 
enabled Mm to play a lot of freshmen and junior 
vanity players giving them experience for next year 
This combined with the fact that Paynter is hoping for 
several good recruits makes UTM's basketball future 
look somewhat brighter, it's hard for it to look much 
gloomier. 

The wrestling team also ended their season with 
sometMng less than a great season, however they did 
h«ve a winning record. 6-5 They too were handicapped 
from the start Coach Phil McCartney came to UTM 
for one year while Coach Richard Reiseltwent back to 
school to work in his doctorate This was to be a 
rebuilding year (if there is such a thing in college 
alMetics) for the Pacers, however things did gel 
worse Ron Smith (HW) had to have surgery on his 
hand after football season, this left UTM with a 
vacancy Bruce Boggs did not wrestle this year, but 
will return for his final season next year. 

Let us turn to women's athletics because this year 
they too have fallen to the losing ranks like the men In 
the past few years, the Lady Pacers here only on rare 
occasions have been defeated, this year however they 
had their share In early January, senior Pat Head was 
injired and required surgery on her knee She, like so 
many other UTM athletes, was sidelined for the 
season The team had been built around Pat for the last 
four years and after her injury they never fully 
recovered 

The Lady Pacers struggled through the remainder of 
the season compiling the worst record in the history of 
Intercollegiate basketball with a 6-15 season However 
Coach Nadine Gearin is corresponding with several 
good athletes and hopes to have the team back in shape 
next year 

Baseball season has not officially started but 
practice has and there is a great deal of confusion 
surrounding the team At the beginning of Winter 
Quarter Jim Swope announced he would no longer be 
coaching here. Gary Warmbrod has been given the job 
David Belote will not be able to play this season 
because of his knee injury 

The athletic program at UTM is in a downward trend 
and so is student interest If 1974 continues in the same 
manner, there might-as-well not be an athletic 
program A new Athletic Board was formed but due to 
the number of people on the board it has not been able 
to meet. 

Women’s athletics are beginning to be viewed on the 
same scale with men's and this along with the rising 
coat of sigiporting an athletic program must be con¬ 
sidered when the Athletic Board meets A number of 
other things already brought to light must also be 
considered in order to improve the athletic program It 
is obvious that improvements do need to be made 
before 1974 proves to be too much of a disaster 


Wash started at defensive 
tackle for UTM his junior year 
and played two games of his 
senior year before 
disagreement with coaches 
sidelined him.

Wash, who prepped at 
Edison High School in San 
Antonio. Texas, said he got the 
call on the second day of NFL 
drafts “He asked me if I 
would accept a one-year 
contract with them for 
$17,000,” said Wash. "I said

"It has two bonuses in it. if I 
make it,” Wash continued

Sunday night t episode 
began a few minutes after 
midnight and continued till 
about J JO a m Monday 
Before the night was over, 
several additional campus 
policemen were called in 
along with a number of ad¬ 
ministrators 

According to some reports, 
the first streaker, a resident of 
Ellington Hall, streaked 
through the lobby of McCord 
Hall and then down the halls of 
B w ing 

"They gol up $10 to give to 
the first guy who would do it," 
Dennis Williams said "They 
made their get-away on 
streakin motorcycles 

The crowd first gathered in 
the parking lot between 
Ellington and McCord and 
then proceeded to criss-cross 
Ihe campus, following 
streakers as they darted 
between residence halls 

The reaction to the 
streaking varied from delight 
to disgust but even the few 
who said they disapproved 
stayed and watched or hung 
wide-eyed from their dorm 
windows 

“I think it's stupid." Chris 
Jenks said. "Thai doesn l 
make much sense though with 
me out watching it." 

"I saw a few. said Dee 
McAdams, sophomore. "We 
were in McCord parking lot 
and four went by - and I 
couldn't look!" 

“She held on lo my arm and 
screamed." said Rayna 
Hardee. a friend of 


Ms McAdams They did il 
but I missed it!" 

"I ought to get a credit in 
P.Eone anonymous 
streaker claimed "I streaked 
twice People ought to do il 
now while it's cold because it 
invigorates them and makes 
then run faster, opens the 
pores and puls the person in 
contact with his natural en 
vironment ” 

“It must go on." the 
streaker continued "We need 
some w omen streakers When 
one goes there'll be a lot more 
lo follow ' 

As the streaking continued 
Monday nighl. a few females 
did join in Several isolated 
cases were reported /long 
with one incident when a 
group of males and females 
ran from G-H Hall out lo Ihe 
street. w here they hopped into 
a waiting get-away van 

The second night of 
streaking began al 6:35 
Monday night and continued 
until nearly 12:30 am. 
Tuesday when the event was 
disrupted by a downpour of 
rain w hich lasted most of (he 
night No attempts were made 
lo arrest any of Ihe streakers 
and security officers stood 
back and watched 

Several innovations were 
incorporated into the affair 
Monday nighl after the crowd 
seemed to grow somewhat 
bored of seeing the nude in¬ 
dividuals run back and forth 
from dorm to dorm The 
streakers tried riding 
bicycles, motorcycles and 
riding in back of trucks as the 
spectators watched 


the streaker and listened to 
music being played from 
Ellington Hall 

The streaking continued 
periodically by single in¬ 
dividuals and groups until 
nearly 12:30 a m when Ihe 
rain began and the crowd 
broke up 

A few streaking incidents 
were reported Tuesday night 
and Iasi night but they did not 
attract the crowds that 
congregated Sunday and 
Monday 

The largest number of 
streaking episodes yet is 
expected tonight as a 
nationwide contest has been 
called to determine which 
campus has the most 
streakers and to see who can 
break present "records."

Wilcox, Johnston said, did 
not lose heart Before he was 
through with his pitch for St. 
Jude, Wilcox had collected tile 
entire ante from the poker 
players 

Ken Cunningham, Johnston 
recalled, once went up and 
knocked on the cab of a slow 
moving train. His effort was 
rewarded by a donation from 
the conductor 

Johnston also recalled the 
second push when a small 
Jackson boy was pushed along 
in the wheelbarrow The next 
year, Johnston said, the boy 
was not there to ride the 
wheelbarrow. He was dead 

"It's interesting to see how 
the push changes the per¬ 
sonality of the brothers," 
Moore said. "Their whole 
attitude changes when they 
see how small their troubles 
are compared to those of the 
children.” 

This year, approximately 50 
brothers will take part in the 
week-long push Two routes 
will be covered. One team will 
follow Highway 51 straight 
through to Memphis and come
